We  do  not  suppose  that  Sussex  folk 
are  wittier  than  their  despised  brethren  in  the  "  Sheeres,"  but 
simply  that  Mr.  Parish  is  a  better  observer,  with  a  keener  sense 
of  humour  than  most  glossarists.  Mr.  Parish's  glossary  is  more 
entertaining  than  Funch." — Westminster  Review.
